wy Wis Late Majelty King William, be- 
# ing engaged in a tedious War 
with the French, from his firft Ac- | 
ceffion to the Crown of England, i 
as he ‘was entire Mafter of all the proper- | 
eft methods to Annoy his Enemies, as well i 
as Defend his own juftright, fo he was noe 
Ignorant, that to Difturb the Trade, ruine 
the Settlements and Interrupt the Navigati- 
on and Commerce of his Enemies, was one 
of the diretteft ways to Impoverifh their 
Subjects, Difable them in the Effential part 
of theirStrength, and make them weary of 
the War. 
To this End his Majefty bad fent feveral 
Orders and Directions, to the Governours of

the Plantations in the Wef-Indies, by all 
poffible means to Annoy the French 4n thofe 
Parts, and to aflift them in fo doing as well 
asco Protect them from the Reciprocal In- 
fults of the French, had frequently fent fome 


{mall Squadrons of Men of War,to be always. 


ready at the Direction of and on fuch Oteaft- 
ons, as the Governours of thofe Parts fhould 
fee Caufe to Employ them. 

But finding that the Freseh were very Nu- 
merous in their Colonies, and by the Riches 
of their Plantations were able to fit out 
Privateers to infe{t the Weftern Iflands, and 
that a {mall Force would not only be Infuf- 
ficient to difturb them, but alfo Unable to. 
Protect the Exgli/h Settlements, his Majefty 
thought fit to make ftronger Efforts with a 
Conipetent Force, to A ffault them at their own 
Doors, and to that End feveral Expediti- 
ons were Undertaken : as Particularly 

March. 8. 1689. Under Captain Wright , 
with a Squadron of 10 Men of wat and 2 
Firefhips, with a Regiment of Foot for Land- 
fervice. 

Oifober. 30. 169%. Under Captain Wren: 
with 8.Men of War and one Firefhip, and 
an additional Force of Land Soldiers. 

Now. 18. 1692. Under Sr. Francis Wheeler, 
with fifteen Men of War three Firefhips, and 
1500 Soldiers. 

How thefe three Voyages prov’d Fruitlefs, 
and by what Methods and management they 
mifcarryed, 
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mifcarryed, the World perhaps, may in time 
come to be Informed ; but as I have refolv- 
ed to Confine my felf in this Account, to 
the particular Action under my own Con- 
duct, fo I fhall not Enter into the juft Excep- 
tions againft other Cafes related by the fame 
Author; tho’ at the fame time I cannot 
doubt the World is as much Impos‘d upon, 
in all the other Relations as in this: and I am 
the rather Inclin’d to believe fo,not only from 
the ill Treatment I have met with my {elf 
but alfo that having ferv'’d in the Expediti- 
tion with Sr. Francis Wheeler as _ Lieute- 
nant Colonel to the Regiment of Fowlks 
in the above mentioned Expedition, I can 
with a great deal of Certainty Affure the 
World that the Account given of that Voy- 
age, is a great way fhort of the truth, and 
very much to the prejudice of the Perfons 
Concern'd. 

But as I find ’tis Mr. Burchet’s way to take 
things too much upon traft, I content my 
{elf at prefent in relating only thofe things 
whichas I have already obferv'd came under 
my particular Condud, and the Fable where- 
of I am more particularly Concern’d to 
Explain, not at all from thence {upofing 
that becaufe Ihave not thought fit to trou- 
ble my felf any further, 1 have there-fore 
no mote to fay. 

After his Majefty had refolvd upon 4 
Fourth Expedition,to theWe/t-Indiess and had

pitcht upon Captain Willmot to Command 
the Naval Part, his Majefty was pleafed to 
fend for me, and to do me the Hononr to 
tell me that he had pitcht upon me to Com- 
mand the Land Forces in this Service. 

There had been fome other Perfons pro- 
pos d for the Service ; but fome of them his 
Majefty did not think fitto accept, and o- 
thers,for feveral reafons, declined the Service 
and defired to be Excus‘d. 

I mention this, becaufe ‘tis known fome 
Officers were fo fenfible, of the conftant Af 
fronts Soldiers meet with on Board the Fleet, 
and the ill ufage and Infolent behaviour of 
the Commanders at Sea, efpeically tothe Off- 
cers of the Army, with the Emulation as to 
Services which is always between them, that 
they venturd rather to fhow fome back- 
wardnefs inthe Service, and to hazard the 
King’s Difpleafure, than to ferve where they 
thought themfelves fure to Mifcarry. - 

And tho’ [ was not Infenfible of this, and 
had feen more than I care to make publick, 
of the Arbitrary Behaviour of the Sea Com- 
manders in the laft Voyage to the Weft-Indies 5 
yet as [thought my {elf oblig'd,by the Poft in 
which I had the Honour to ferve his Majefty, 
to Difpute none of hisCommands, fo when 
he told me he had defign’d me for fuch 
a Service, I wav'd all the Obje@ions which 
my own reafon laid-before me, and told his 
Majelty, I was ready to go to any part of the 
Vorld, 
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World, where his Services required and his 
Commands Diretted me. 

When ¥ had received his Majefty’s Orders 
to prepare my felf for this Voyage, I fre- 
quently refolv'’d to have accquainted his Ma- 
jefty with fome Obfervations I had made 
inmy former Voyages, how the Contenti- 
on between Seamen and Soldiers for the 
Profits, and between the Officers of each 
for the Honour of the Service, was general- 
ly Fatal tothe Expeditions themfelves, ruin’d 
his Majefty’s Defigns, and occafion’d the Mif- 
carriage of all our Expeditions. 

But as his Majefty had a General know- 
eldge of all his own Affairs, and concern‘d 
himfelf in the moft minute parts of their 
Management, fo I found him already more 
than fenfible of the reafon of former Difatt- 
ers, and being ordered to attend his Majetty, 
in the Princes Chamber behind the Houfe 
of Lords, I waited accordingly, and Cap- 
tain Willwot alfo being there, his Grace 
the Duke of Leeds came out and calling us 
both by Name, told us the King asked for 
us, and taking us one in one hand, and one 
in another, led us into his Majefties pre- 
fence. , 

The King was dreft in his Robes with his 
Crown and Scepter lying on the Table be- 
fore him, being juft going into the Houfe of 
Lords; and having paid our Duty to his Per- 
fon his Majefty told us 5 ue 
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‘ He had nothing to fay to us relating to 
“the particulars of the Voyage,but what was 
‘ fully Included in our Inftructions and Or- 
“ ders ; but that being very fenfible, that the 
* Diffention between the Land and Sea Offic- _ 
“cers had been always fatal to his Service, 
‘and had rendred former Epeditions Fruit- 
* lefs and unferviceable, to the Nation’s great 
© Lofsand Difhonour, therefore he had order- 
“ ed us to attend together at this time to tell 
* us hisMind, and that he did ftrictly charge 
“ us, as we tender'd the good of our Native 
“ Country, and his Favour, that we would be 
‘ careful te maintain a friendly Correfpond- 
“ence, and a Mutual exact Concurrence of 
‘ kindnefs in the Executing our Orders; that 
‘if any little Difputes happened we fhould 
‘either refer them to the Council of War, 
* or leave them to his Decifion at our Return; 
‘and that he would be fure.to do us righe, 
‘and give us both fatisfaction. 

‘That for our greater Encouragement, 
‘and to avoid all Differences in that 
* Cafe, he had ordered all the plunder which 
‘fhould be gain’d from the Enemy, Except 
* Ships, Guns, Ammunition, @c. tobe fhared 
“among us as well Soldiers as Sea-men, and 
* to avoid all occafion of Difpute had fettled 
‘ a Divilion of it by fhares, in a Draught an- 
‘ nexed to the Orders, and only defired and 
‘Commanded us again to avoid all Diffe- 
‘ rences, private Ends or Difputes, and to 
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- act with Unanimity of Counfel, according 
“to our Inftructions; affuring us, that if in 
‘any thing we fuffered any private Difputes 
‘ to hinder the fervice he fhould refent it in 
‘the higheft Degree, fo withing us Succefs 
‘ and a fafe Voyage, Commanded us. to re- 
‘ pair tothe refpective Rendevouz by the Day 
‘ fettled in the Orders. 

His Majelty {poke this with fo much 
Goodnefs in his manner, and yet with fo 
much Warneftnels and Vigour. that I Con- 
fefs made a particular “Imprefi ion upon 
me; and I can fay, with a great deai of {a- 
tisfaction, | I had an Efpecial regard to it in 
all the Circumftances of my Future Condué, 
and had in _many cafes fhown my refent- 
ment of the Commadore’s ConduG, if the par- 
ticular Remembrance of the. firi@ chai rge 
the King gave me, to refer all my grievances 
to his Majefties Decifion, had not made me 
more paffive then I thought agreed with my 
Employment, and I am {are much more than 
agreed with my Temper. 

*Purfuant to this Speech I receiv’d my In- 
{trnétions, and Capt. Wilwot receiv'd his ud 
both of us repair'd to our Pofts, he to the 
Fleet, and I to my Regiment, in ah pe to 
meet at Plymouth, which was the Rendez 
vous appointed for us both. 

Our [nftructions were given us foon 
after this, Captain Wilmot’s were feat 
Directions given him, which ot 
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not to open them till he came out to Sea, , 
and had reached the Latitude of 40, and - 
then to be open'd in the prefencerof a Coun- 
cilof War, oi all the Officers, both of the 
Fleet and Land Forces. 

But this Order Capt. Wilmot broke, and 
! open d his Inftructions, no body being prefent 
‘ but he and I, and made them up again, after 
q having plentifully Curs'd Mr. Blathwait, and 

| then made the Signal for the Officers to come 
on Board to the opening his Orders. *

fet it down, that the World may fee what 
Care his Majefty had taken to preferve an Un- 
derftanding between us, and what fhare of 
what was taken from the Enemy we had a 
right to, tho’ by Capt. Wilmot’s Difpofition 
of things we got none of it.

As it isnot my defign, nor indeed my Em- 
ployment to give aJournal of the Voyage,as to 
the Navigating part which I do not pretend to 
underftand fo its not to be Expected I can Ex- 
hibit an Account of the weather or the Geo- 
graphy of places, my bufinefs was to Execute 
his Majelties Orders,and as to the failing part, 
Thad nomind any more than hada Capaf- 
city toconcern my felf init. But I cannot 
Omit, that che firft difcovery I made of the ill 
Temper of the Man I had to do with, was 
on the following occafion. 

The 25, 26.and 27th of Fanuary, we had 
very hard Gales of Wind and 
the Terra Nova, one of our Tranfport Ships 
Sprung her Fore-top-maft on the 27th, and 
being by that means not able to keep up with 
the reft of the Fleet, was left fo far a ftern, 
that I apprehended fhe would loofe the 
Fleet. | 

Upon this I {poke to the Commadoreand 
told him, that twas not convenient that we 
fhould leave her,ef{peciallybeing notas yet clear 
enough of the Channel to be out of the way 
of the Frez:h, and we had given Chace to 
a Frexch man of War but the Day before: 
He anfwered me,it was their bufinefs to keep 
him 
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him Company, and if they were feperated 
they knew where to meet him, if they 
cou’d all go to the Maderas, and he would 
not trouble his head with them. 

Then 1 began to fee I had a Churle to 
deal with, Tho’ I did not apprehend he 
wanted honefty as well as manners; but 
Tconfidered the Confequence of this Ship, 
for our Train of Artillery, and ali the things 
belonging to it, with our Bombs and moft 
part of the Powder was on Board her, fo I 
reorefented it a little warmly to the Com- 
madore, and told him, that if this Ship mif- 
carryed all our Voyage would be in danger, 
and we {hould not only difappoint his Ma- 
je(ty, but very much difoblidge him, to omit 
a duecare of that on which the whole Suc- 
cefs of our Voyage Depended; that if this 
Ship were loft or left behind, ‘twere better 
for his Maje{ties Service, and more for our 
Reputation, to go immediately back again, 
than to proceed and put the King to fo great 
a charge, and be baulk’d for want of our ne- 
ceflary helps. 

I was obliged to make ufe of abundance 

of thefe Arguments, and fuch like before I 
could prevail upon Capt. Wilmot, to take 
any care of this Ship, but at laft he was per- 
{waded to fend a Man of War back to help 
her, who took herin a Tow and brought 
her up tothe Fleet, where the damage fhe 
had receiv'd was repaird. , 
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The Matter told us that if the Man of 
War had not been fent back, he had refolv’d 
as foon as the Fleet had left him to have 
made the belt of his way for Exgland again, 
which if he had done we had been in a very 
forry Condition, for the Enterprize we 
were upon, and it feem’d to me an Extraor- 
dinary mark of the Captains Difrefpec to the 
Defign, that he thould wane pérfwafions to 
take caré of fo material an’ Article of our 
Succes, ia iad tg Ss 
On the 4th of February, Capt: Wilmot made 
a fignal for all the Sea"and Land Captains to 
come on Board the Dunkirk, to hold a Coun: 
cilof War. 7 
My Capt. Lieutenant coming with the reft, 
as a Capt. he refufed him, as being only 4 
Lieutenant, and told me J wasthe Capt. and 
there could not be two Captains of oné. 
Company : J Alledg’d to bim the cuftom of 
War, and the prefent ufage in that Army,and 
that His Majefty had always approv’d it, but 
‘twas to no purpofe; hé was not only refoluté 
mm his own Opinion and Unperfwadable; 
but fo exceeding Infolent that ¥# was Intolle- 
rable,and with a rudene(s that I had never feen 
among Gentlemen, causd his Men ‘to turn 
the Captain Lieutennantout of the Cabbin. 
Now I faw'my felf'in'a condition, I thank 
God, I was neverinbefére nor fince, Thad 
given my word ‘to his Majefty not to Dit 
agree with a Man that would not agree with 
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any thing; and I had put my felf into a po- 
{ture, where Iwas bound to (ee my felf trea- 
ted with more Infolence than an honeft Man 
ought to fuffer. However refolving to go- 
vern my {elf with all the prudence I was 
Matter of, I contented my felf with telling 
him, [was forry he underjtood ihefe Affairs 
no better, and that if he went on as be began, 
it was not the way to perform what we both had 
fo faithfully promifed his Majefty, and I was 
forry be had forgot tt Jo foow. - | 
On the 7th of February, the Commadore 
taking me into his appartment, told me, 
that tho’ we were not come into the Lati- 
tude of 40, yet he bad opened his Inftru- 
tions which he pulled out, and fhow’d them 
me, Exprefling a great deal of Diflatisfaction 
about them, told me they were very blind 
ones that Mr. Blathwait had promifed bin other 
things, but fince be was usd thus, they might de- 
pend upon it, he would not go to the Wejt-Indies 
to leara the Language, but he would mind bis 
own bufinels however things went. | 
He delivered this with {uch an air as might 
eafily Jet me fee he Expected me to joyn 
withhim, and as if he waited to fee what 
Anfwer I would give.madea full ftop; but I 
was fomething furprizd at his words,and in 
part at the manner of his delivering it, 
and gave no reply, but Reading the Inftru- 
tions made as if | had not minded him,fo for 
that time he faid nomore. — : 
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On the 12th of Feburary, we came to 
an Anchor at the Maderas; and the Com- 
madore having Drank pretty freely, and 
{ceming in an Extraordinary good humour, 
and none but he and I being in the Cabbin, 
he began to open his mind to me. 

He told me be found I was a little flrange 
to him, and fhould be glad we might underftand 
one another better, told himI thought if there was 
any ftrangene|s it was on bis fide, aud as we had 
both promis’d his Majefty to maintain an Entire 
Confidence, and. a Friendly Corre{pondence, it 
fhould not be my fault if we did not, and fo 
offered forgetting all that was paft, to begin 
a more foctable Agreement from that time; 
and {fo we Drank to one another again. But 
fays the Captain, our agreement is very nece- 
fary on our own Accounts, for if it be not our 
own faults, we may both make our Fortunes this 
Voyage ; and provide for our felves as long as we 
live—~with all m y heart, faid I, I fhall endea- 
vour not to be wanting to my felf, provided the 
Kings bufinefs be done too, Dann the bufinefs, 
lays he, we will do the Kings bufinels and our 
own too. But Pil be free with you {ays the Cap- 
tain, I had the Misfortune to hill a Man - 
And I think Nam’d him; and it has al moft 
ruin d me, for it has coft me above a thoufand 
Pound: and I am refolud this Voyage fhall 

pay for it. And if you will joy with me 
in fuch Meafures as I foall propofe this 
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Voyage fhall make up all our lofes. 

I confefs I Reflected upon my own Mif- 
fortunes witha great deal of Regret, when 
I came to find with what an unhappy Col- 
league the King had Coupl'dme. _ It had giv- 
en me fome concern before, to find my felf 
Embarkt with a Man of no temper nor man- 
ners, but when Icameto find I was Embark’t 
with a Murtherer, one that had been a—— | 
and was now refolvd tobe a Thief, | 
I was exceedingly furprizd, and reproacht my : 
{elf a thoufand times, with my own for- | 
wardnefs in profering tobe concern d in this 
unhappy Voyage. 

I believe I did not conceal my Refentment 
of the Propofal he made me fo much,but that 
he perceived fome Diforder upon me; howe- 
ver! told him, Iwas aftranger tothe bufinefs of 
the Welt-Inc dies, however I would endeavour ! 
to do every thing that became me for the Kings 
Service, and as for our own advantage, bis Ma- 

jelty bad taken care to oblige ws, by giving ws all 
we could take from the Enemy, that I sei 
keep as clofe to my orders as I could poffibly, an 

I hoped he would do fo too, and sok dials < 
we might do the Kuz oe s by iff) ie} (s and be sti 
gamers too. 

By the manner of my Difcourfe he could 
not but perceive, that I did not trelith the for- 
mer part of his Difcourfe. Wed, » ell, {ays 
he, zf you don't think fit to jo ye WI mie 70% 
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i may let wu alone, but I am refolu'd to make w 
hit felf amends: Iwent goto the Welt-Indies to 
a learn the Language, Ill take care of my elf, let 
1 the Kings bufinefs go bow it will. 

The next Morning I was going on fhore, 
but the Commadore having got very Drunk 
over night was not up, but called to me to 
defire me to befpeak a Dinner for him, and 
the two Ladies he had on Board, and he 
would be on fhore at 12 aClock: I told him 
T would, but I could not promife to Dine 
with him, for I Expected I fhould be invit- 
ed to Dinner by the Exglih Contul. 

I found he feem’d a little Chagrin at my 
refufing to Dine with him,but little b imagin’d 
he Defign’d to ferve me as it feems he had 
determin d. 
| As 1 expected I was invited to Dinner 
with my Brother the Major of my Kegimeng 
to the Englifh Confuls, but about 4 of the 
1 Clock my Men brought me word it began 
q to blow, and the Commadore was preparing 
to go on Board; I immediently went down 
to the Water-fide, where the Commadore 
and his Women were got into their Barge ; 
the Commadore made mean excufe with 
more Courtifie than he was usd to, that 
it began to blow and the Barge was full of 
the Ladyes, but if I pleafed to ftay at the 
Confuls he would fend on (hore for me im- 
mediately. 

Now he had me in his Snare,and asno Man 
could 
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cotld have forefeen fuchia trick, fo Villainous 
an AGion having hardly ever been practifed; 
fo [cannot blame. my felf for not being 
aware of it, for it ‘can hardly be imagin’a 
that any Commadore of a Spuadron, with a 
body of Land Men omBoard, fhould put fo 
bafe a wick upou the Man, joynd at leaft, 
if not chief in the Expedition which wag 
the Defign of his Voyage. " 

1 waited uneafily enough all the Even- 
ing till the fhutting up the Gates of the 
Town, and no Boat coming, was oblig’d to 
lye on fhore all night with my Officers. In 
she Morning I came to the fhore again and 
waited for the Barge, but in Vain, having 
{pent all the forepart of the Day in Expe- 
Gation of the Barge comming on fhore; J 
fent at laft my People about. the Town to 
hire a Boat to carry us on Board, they {pent 
fome hours in Endeavouring to procure a 
Boat but to no purpofe: fome Fifhing Boats 
were to: be had on the other fide of the 
{fland but that was to far off, about 4.a Clock 
in the Afternoon one of my Men, caine to 
~me and told:mé the Commadore had made 
the:Signal for Sayling ; being a little fur- 
priz dat this we all rund own to the Sea-fide, 
‘where we had the Mortification to fee the 
whole Fleet weigh, fet Sayl,and with a Freth 
Gale {tand off to Sea, 

{leave any Man to Judge the temper we 
were in, bythe Condition he woud himelf 
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be in on fuch occafion. We were here onfhore 
+n at land under a Foreign Dominion of Por- 
tuguefe, and all Men know theirs 1s none of the 
moft Converfible in the World, without our 
Mony; out Authoritessour Cloths, thofe we had 
On excepted , Our Friends gone aways our Re- 
siment with them, fn (hort, we hadall the 
poffible Provocations, which make Men of 
more Goverment than I can pretend toDei pair. 

When I confidered the Difappointment of 
the Voyage, the lofs of my own Expectations, 


the Villany of the Contrivance, the Refent- 
ment of the whole Nation, and the Kings 
perticular Concern, thé I knew my felf In- 
nocent of any reafon for this barbarous 
Action, yet I cannot deny it filled me with 
the uttermoft Confufion of thoughts. 

Let any Man be judge of the Condition 
we were in, that can form Ideas in his mind 
of the juft perticulars, the very reproach 
our whole Nation fuffer’d among the Por- 
iuguefe, and all the People there, who told 
as this was an Englifh trick, and fo abus‘d the 
whole Nation, and mockt at us into the bar- 
gain, after we had fufficiently mortifyed our 
(ives with the Prefent AfliGtions of our Cir- 
cumftances, and fpent 2 or 3 days Curfing the 
Treacherous Commadore, and finding twas 
fo ne purpofe to vex our thoughts with the 
Confideration of our Misfortunes, but that 
it became us as Men to think what was next 
tobe done, weendeavonr’d by the aflittance 

of

to the Weft-Indies. 33 
of the Exeglifh Conful, to hire a Bark to car- 
ry usto the Weft-Lzdies ; and having at laft 
procur’d a Veffel, we began to make Prepara- 
tions for our Voyage, being inall fixteen 
of us Officers. 

But Heaven that had feen the Treache- 
ry and moft villainous Practices of this 
Wretch the Commadore, would not fuffer 
his Defign to profper, for having been feveral 
Days atSea, the Wind proving contrary and 
blowing too hard, the Ruby and the Referve, 
Men of War, with feveral Tran{port Ships 
were feparated from the Fleet, and For- 
ced back again to the Maderas. ; 

if our Concern was great at the Unac- 
cofintable Condu& of the Commiadore, our 
Joy was proportioned to it at the Arrival of 
thefe Ships ; and,I fuppofe,I need not Inform 
the World, that as foon as we faw them 
{tand in for the Shore,we provided Boats and 
went on Board, my Major and my felf on 
Board the Ruby, and the other Officers on 
Board the reft of the Ships. 

It was no Surprize at all to me, to find that 
the Commadore had appointed no Rende- 
vouz for the Fleet,in cafe of Separation; for he 
that did fome things fo Irregular, as has been 
related, might very well be fuppofed to do the 
reft proportionably fo. None of thefe Ships 


had any Sailing Orders, and fome of the 


Officers talkt of returning for England ; and 
had J not chaned to have my Inftructions in 
D my

my Pocket, we had had no rule to guide us, 
for no body could tell whither to go; but 
taking our Meafures according to our ‘own 
Though ts, we agreed to Sail for St. Chrifto- 
pher’s, wand ac ‘cordingly we we igh’d the 

of Feb#1694 trom Maederas, having 
two Men of War, fixan Trfports and a Pink 
Merchant-man in Company. 

1 had now time to confider what fhould 
be the Reafon of this moft unaccountable 
Conduct of theCommadore ; and asI knew I 
had not iby my Misbchaviour done any thing

Co far to affront him, as to make a perfonal 
Quarrel, fo I began to reflect on the Matter, 
and. to confider, that there muft be fome- 
thing more in this Affairthan Lyet faw‘in- 
to: 1 could not ta ke it fora per rfonal Affront 
only, becaufe all my Officers were in the 
{2 ame sate 7 it I concluded he had fome par- 
ticular Defien in his head, which he had not 
thou ght ‘C paver to difcover, finding me 
averte to what he had already proposd, and 
that w/ xereas_ 1. had declin’d embracing his 
general Propofal, he found I was not a Man 
or his uae and therefore had contriv d this 
t.that he might have.tke fole Conduct 
\ nae and be General on Shore, 
as well.as Admiral or Commadore at Sea. 
[cannot but obf ferve from hence, that this 
very Conduct ot f his, confutes what the Rela- 
tor of this ma tter | infinuates in his Memoirs, 
That the whole Conduct of the Voyage was 
committed 
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committed to the Commodore Capt. Wily- 
mot : for his Majefty had committed the Con: 
duct of the Land Forces to me; and as I vas 
Colonel and Commander in chief of theLan 
Forces, fo I was of DireCtor the Land Service; 
and I am fatisfyed the King* himfelf under- 
{tood it fo; and my having no Orders to 
obey the Commodore, but*Inftructions by 
my felf diftindt from him, thows that the 
Land Service was my particular Province, 
abftracted from him; and that his Bufinefs 


was .to convoy and pilot us to the places, 


cover our Landing, and afift us if there was 
Occafion. 

If his Majefty had thought fic! {hould have 
taken my Orders from the Commadore, he 
would not have given me Inftructions fepa- 
rate from him: my Powers were diftind, and 
related to Services apart from him, and in 
everal Cafes Superior: If I was to have 
obey'd him, his Majefty wou’d have {aid fo, 
as he did in the particular Cafe of like Na- 
ture, in the Governour of Jamaica. 

On the contrary I had f{eparate Inftrudti- 
ons; I had feparate Powers; I was to prefide 
in the Council of War onShore; as he was 
to do by Sea; I had power to grant Comifli- 
ons and fupplythe Vacancies of Officers, 
which he had not, tho’ he pretended to its 
as fhall appear afterwards. © 

so that I think I do not arrogate any 
thing to my felf, in faying that his Majefty

fent me with 1200 Land-men, to the Mflands 
of St. Domingo, to joyn with the Spaniards, - 
in Order to annoy the Enemy, and he fent 
Commadore Wilmot to be our Convoy. 

This Digreflion is occafion’d by Mr. Bur- 
chett’s placing the whole Conduct of this 
Voyage, under the Direction and Govern- 
ment of Captain Wilmot, which with Sub- 
miffion | prefume to fay is a Miftake. 

The Commedore having open‘d his heart 
to me, before our going on Shore at Made- 
yas, and difcovered both what a Man he 
hadbeen, and what he intended to be; iff 
had clos’d with him all had been well: but 
as | was exafperated at the Refolution he told 
me he had taken,and refufed to joinwith him, 
I cou'd plainly fee his Behaviour fo altered, 
that to me it wasplain he was willing to get 
clear of me, and to that End put this trick 
upon me, not doubting that we fhon'd go 
back for Euglazd, and fo the Management of 
the whole Voyage fhould be left to him. 

But Providence croft him in this partof 
his Defign, as it did at laft in all the reft: 
for thofe Ships having been put back to the 
Maderas, we got on Board, as 1 noted alrea- 
dy, and having made the beft of our way 
for Saint Chrifopber’s,we arriv'd there the 24th 
of Marchand there we found the Commadore 
who came in with only one Man of War, 
anda Firefhip; all thereft of the Fleet had 
been difperft by the bad Weather, and did 
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not come together till fome time after 
whether my coming along with the Ships was 
a Difappointment to him or no,any one may 
judges he carryed it feeming|y fair,and comple- 
mented us upon our Arrival, told me he was 
feparated from the Fleet by bad weather, 
and could not fetch back again: tho’ this 
might be true, yet nothing can be faid for 
their failing from the Ifland; for tho “tis true 
when the Winds rife it is Cuftomary to put 
off to Sea, yet this was fo little, that feveral 
fmall-Merchant-men never {tirr'd for it, but 
rid it out. 

I confefs my Blood boyl’d within me, at 
the Thoughts of the Man and his Actions; 
but my Promife to his Majefty, and the 
Earneftne(s the King usd, in the Charge he 
gave us both, coming often to my Mind, TIal- 
ways made ufe of it tocheck the Kefentments. 
which I had otherwife very good reafon for, 

For his Sailing from the Maderas, was.a 
vifible Defign to rid himfelf of the trouble 
of the Land Officers having found me dif- 
covera Deteftation of the villainous Propo- 
fal he had made. 

Tis farther obfervable, that nothing pre- 
vented his having effectually compaft his 
Defign, but his own Negligence of giving a 
general Order to his Ships, at what Port to 
rendevouz in Cafe of feparation, for he had 
wheedled all or the greateft part of my Offi- 
cers on Shore, by an Invitation to Captain 
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33 An Account of an Expedition 
Monjoy, to bring them to dine with him, 
and having left us all,as is already obferved, 
and fail’d without us,we had been effectually 
cut off from the Fleer, :and from the Defign. 
But as Heaven had Infatuated the Man, to 
forget fo material a Part of his Duty, as 
Commadore, viz. the appointing a general 
Rendevouz of the Fleet; this Accident 
brought part of them back to the Maderas, 
and was the Recovery of our Difafter: and 
it was more than ordinarily Vifible, the Com- 
madore’s Defign was laid for the tricking us 
in this Matter; for he expreffed fo publick 


felentment, and retain’d it fo long again{t 
Capt. the Commander of the 


Ruby Man of War, who took us oh Board, 

bat the whole Fleet took Notice of it, and 
Lam miftaken if ever he was reconcil’d to 
him aftérwa 
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s obfervable,'that we had particular Di- 
rections, from his Majefiy, as much as in 
us lay, to keep the knowledge of our being 
come into thofeParts from the French, asa 
moit Material point in preventing the Prepa- 
rations they mightmake for their Defence. 
Commadore Wilmot was fo far from being 
careful in this Cafe, that he took all the di- 
rectelt Methods in the World, to. make his 
Arrival in thofe Parts as publick, as was pofli- 
ble; for both at Avtegoa, and at Mount-Serrat, 
he took the liberty at his going on Shoar,’ to 
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tell publickly both what he was come for, 
and lh ither he was going. 

Buc this was not all, for Capt. Buttler, 
Capt. 6{ the Wiachefler a Third-Rate, failed 
along the Coaft of Guardalupe, as near the 
Shoar as poflible, and fired feveral Shot on 
Shoar, which Method could have no other 
Conftruction, as to the .Enemy, than that 
we intended fhortly to vific them, and con- 
fequently to put them upon the necell lary 
Preparations for their Defence: It cou’d have 


no other Signification, as I have rege be- 


caufe his Bufinefs was not to have let them 
know of his being there, rill they had op 
him on the Coaft ; and his firing on Sh 
could: have no particular Defign, Pe hk he 
could really do them little harm by thofe 
Random Shots. 

I expreft my Diflike of this to the Com- 
madore, but he took lit ne notice of it, or 
of me; and after that, indeed, I exy ye&ed no 
sreat Civility from him in any Cale, and 
therefore conver{t with him as little as pofli- 
ble, not. ex cpecting asus that our Voyage 
could meet with any Sugcefs under the Man- 
agement, and by the Dire ott on of a Perfon 


of fuch Condu ict. 
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in fhort, that tho’ I had given my 
Word to the King to have no Difference 
with him, and therefore bore with all his 
ill Ufage ; yet he had made no fuch Pro- 
mife, and therefore was under no Obligation, 
and expected from him to be treated like a 
Gentleman, and to receive the fame Refpe& 
he fhowed him; for being none of his Supe- 
rior Officer, if he behaved himfelf ill to him, 
he would ufe him accordingly : this being 
refolutely delivered, the Commadore who 
was very hot and rude at - firft, srew Calm, 
and gave him no Anfwer. 

March 25, 1695. The Commadore asked 
me to go on Shore and Dine at Collonel 
Codrington's, General of the Leeward Iflands, 
and the General treating us at a Houfe on 
the ———= at Commadore 
Wilmott was pleafed to be very drunk, and 
inviting General Codrington to let his Son ke) 
with us, he told the General he would give 
his Son a Commiffion to be an Enfign in my 
Regiment ; I thought ‘twas hard that I was 
coupled with a Man, that Drunk or Sober 
could do nothing without fome Affront or 
other to me in it; fo I told General Cod- 
rington, I fuppofed the Commadore was 
riftaken, and that he meant he would make 
him a Lieutenant of a Ship, for that he 
had no Power to give any Commiffion in | 
my Regiment: The Commadore fell into 
fuch a Paflion at this, that he loft all Go- 
vernment 
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vernment of himfelf difturbed all the Com- 
pany, frighted the Ladies, and gave me fuch 
ill Language, that I could no longer reftrain 
my Paflion ; and this was the only time that 
I broke my Promife to his Majefty, if this 
may be called a Breach of my Word: for his 
Majefty charged me to avoid, indeed, all 
Scruples, and private Differences about the 
Service ; but his Majefty never commanded 
me to fuffer my felf to be infulted before al] 
my Friends, and usd like a Dog; neither 
was it what his Majefty expected me, or any 
of his Officers to bear: Upon this, I gave 
him a Pinch onthe Arm, and went out, giv- 
ing him a Token to follow me, but he took 
no notice of it, but as Drunk as he was, he 
had Wit enough to fie ftill, and when I came 
in again he was gone, vx. into the next 
Room, and was faft afleep upon the Bed. 

Let any Man judge what a Task I had, 
that was tyed to a Man that had neither Cou- 
rage to anfwer for himfelf as a Gentleman, 
nor Manners to behave himfelf as a Man, 
but that I was obliged to bear the ill Treat- 
ment of aMan of his Temper, without any 
poffible Method of Redrefs. 

The 26th we returned to our Ships, the 
General doing me the Honour to go with me 
to the very Watering Place: the 27th a 
Court Martial was held on account of the 
Misbehaviour of fome of our Land Officers, 
and Two Lieutenants ——--—--—-~2nd one 
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Enfign of Capt. Mozjoys Company were 
broke, tho’ much again{ft my. Judgment, 
for I think they were wholly Innocent; but 
the Witnefles being hard Mouthed Fellows, 
and God forgive them, {wearing Home, the 
Gentlemen were broke and difmift the Ser- 
VICE. 

The 28th of March, we weighd from St. 
Chriftopbers and in Bight Days time arrived at 
St. Domingo: 

It is to be noted, that when we came firft 
to Sea, in’the Latitude appointed to break up 
our Inftructions, the Commodore was ordered 
to fend away a Ship to the Governour of St. 
Domingo, with a Pacquet received from the 
Spanify Ambaflador here, in which was con- 
tained Orders and Inftructions from the King 
of Spain to the Governour of St. Diminga, 
to concert Matters with us, for the Execution 
of the intended Expedition againft the 
French Settlement upon that Iland, in which 
the Spaniards were to joyn all their Forces 
with ours, for the Reduction of the French 
Forts, and the removing them from their 
Plantations. 

'” | fuppofe I need not inform any Body; that 
the Mland of Hifpaniola is alarge but difpeo- 
pled Ifland,, and the Spaniards tho’ they were 
the firft Pofleffors of it, and have Settlements 
on all Sides of it, where they thought it worth 
their: while to Inhabit, yet there being vatt 
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Tra&s of Land unplanted and uninhabited, 
the French made bold’ to take Pofleflion of 
that Part of the Ifland, which being to Wind- 
ward, was either of no ufe, or alcogether 
difresarde -d by the Spaniards ; and as the 
Spaniards difpifed the firft Encroachment, or 
thought it not worth while to dif (poet 
them at fir{t, or whether by mere Negli- 
gence, ‘or other Miltakes of that fh oath tal 
Nation, they were at firft neglected, when 
they might ha’ been fuppreft, they foon 
grew fo numerous ehere, encourag’d by the 
Fertility ofthe Soil, and fortified themfelves 
fo well, that they were at laft too {trong to 
be removed, Hawitiey one regular Fore at 
Port de Bai feveral Platforms and Batteries 
raifed on the Coaft, and a {mall Retrench- 
ment, with a fortifed Houfe at Savanna, on 
the South part of the Ifland. 

This was theSe‘tlement,which his! eit 
defign'd we fhould attack; and in order t 
execute it, Meafures had been speesibed he 

with the Spanifh Ambaflador, who had pro

cured all the neceflary Orders and Inftru: 


ty ti- 
ons from his Catholick Majefty, by which 
the Spanifh Governour was fully directed 
what to dos the Matter of Forms and Com- 
mand was fettled,a and the Poffeflion and 
Plunder exactly regulated. 
The Spanijh Generals on Shoar, were to 
take Orders from me, and their Admiral aé 
Sea, to be commanded by the Exglifa Com- 
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madore ; all Forts taken were to be demo- 
lifhed, and the Spoil was to be equally divi- 
ded ; no Colours were to be planted upon 
any of the Enemies Works, if taken, nor no 
Poffeffion maintained by the Exglifhs but all 
that could be taken from the Enemy was e- 
qually to be fhar’d, with feveral other Con- 
ditions fo exa&ly managed, that we had no 
Difpute with the Spaniards but what was eafi- 
ly accommodated, and to give the Gover- 
nour of St. Domingo his Due, we found him 
very ready to comply with every thing 
which could reafonably be expected, and 
forward enough to promote the Expedition, 
tho’ not in any great Readinefs when we 
came there. | 

According to our Diretions in that Cafe, 
the Swan Frigat, Captain Mofes Commander, 
was fent away with the Packet from the 
Fleet, with Orders to joyn us as foon as he 
heard we were on the Coat. 
_ The Swan had a profperous Voyage, and 
on the Day before,we came to an Anchor be- 
fore St. Domingo, joyned us again, and 
brought a Compliment from the Governour, 
inviting the Ezgléfh to the Port. 
' Onthe 5th, we came to an Anchor, with 
part of the Fleet, before St. Dowingo; the 


“re(t of the Fleet were ordered to go about, 


and Anchor in Sevanna Bay, on the back 
of the Ifland. : | 


On 
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On the fixth, the Commadore and I went 

on Shoar, and waited on the Governour, 

who received us very handfomly, and 

Treated us with all the obliging Civilitics a 

Gentleman in fuch a Poft could do; or we 
could expect. | 

And here I cannot avoid clearing the Re- 

putation of that Gentleman, as carefully as I 
would my own. Mr. Burchet, from what 
Authority 1 know not, having told the 
World fome very Scandalous things of him, 
as that, like a True Spamwiard, he raifed need- 
lefs Scruples, and thereby loft 12 Days 

time. 

Now as every Circumftance of Mr. Bur- 
chet's Relation is herein moft notorioufly 
Falfe, I muft obferve the Caufes of what 
Scruples he raifed; and then what the Scru- 
ples themfelves were. 

The Commadore and I went to wait on 
and Governour, and as the Commadore was 
a forward talking Man, and expetted to ap- 
dear the principal Perfon in the Management, 
he engrofled the whole Difcourfe, and en- 
tertained the Governour with along Account 
of what he had DireGions to do; and I, as I 
was never fond of talking to no Purpofe, faid 
yet very Little. 

At laft the Spaxifh Governour pulling ont 
his Inftructions, and with fome Paufe reading 
in them to himfelf, askt the Commadore very 

gravely but civilly, if he was the Comman- 
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der of the Land Forces : He told him he had 
the Direction of the Voyage, and was the 
Commadore or Admiral of the Squadron. 
The Governour beg’d his Pardon, but told 
him that his Inftructions were to concert 
Meafures for this Expedition, with the Com- 
mander in Chief of the Lahd Forces, and 

offered to thew the Commadore ‘his Inftruc- 
tions ; which he being bound up to, en- 
quires which was the Commander of the 
Land Forcess upon which I took the Liber- 
ty to let him know I was the Perfon: he re- 
turn'd very obligingly that his Bufinefs was 
with me, and told the Commadore he had 
no Power to treat with any Body Elfe. 

This fetch’r all the Blood the Commodore 
had near his Heart up into his Race, and as 
it feemed parti icularly to tend towards the 
Difappointment of his private Defigns, as 
well to leffen him, as he thought, “in the 
Command of the Expedition, he refented it 
extreamly 

But the Governour infifted peremptorily on 
his Point, that he wasto follow his Inftruc- 
tions, and by them he had no Bufinefs with 


the Commodore, and therefore would not 
Treat with him: his Inftrudtions he faid knew 


no fuch Man, but was ready to enter into 
Meafures with me. 

Thefe are the Infignificant Scruples which 
the Governour raisd, which,as Mr. Burchet 
fays, were like aright Spaviard : and E leave 
it 
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it freely to the Judgment of Men of Service, 
who know what it is to have Orders, and 
how to obferve them, whether it would not 
be well if all our Evglifh Commadores were 
right Spaviards in this particular. 

Now had I a Difficult part again, the Com- 
madore was fo cholerick upon this point, 
and carried himfelf fo haughtily, that he 
could not forbear affronting the Governour : 
the Governour told him his Orders were ex- 
prefs from the King his Mafter, to concert 
Matters with the Commander in chief of the 
Land Forces, and with him only, and civil- 
ly beggd his Pardon, but he had no power 
he faid to enter into Meafures with any Body 
elfe, but that he was to concert with the 
Spanifh Admiral. This affronted Wilmott yet 


more, and he fo difdained to talk with the 


Spanifh Admiral, that he {tudied always after 
to affront him. 

“Twas in this Difpute, the 12 Days Time 
was Loft; for it puta full {top to the Bufinefs, 
for Wilmot would fuffer nothing to be 
done; and, had not I at laft prevailed with 
the Spasifh Governour to admit Wilmott in- 
to our Confultations, and fo reconcil’d the 
Matter, nothing had been done. 

This Affair being thus fettled, our Mea- 
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vernour agreed to affift us wit 
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Land Men, : and Three ——— {mal 
War, to woich Lagreed to joyn my Reai 
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ment of 120c Land-men, and the Commo- 
dore to add s00Seamen: the Spaniards were 
to March by Land, and I was to Land the 
Englifh Forces. at Cape Francois, and the 
Rendezvous was appointed at the: point of 
Land near Maxchineel Bay, on the North 
fide of the If{land. 

Our Agreement with the Spanifh Gover- 
nour was reduced tofix Heads, which being 
put into Writing, in Exglifh and Spanifh, was 
figned by us all, and exchanged 3 the true 
Copy whereof, fign'd by Capt. Willmott’s 
own Hand, is as follows,

During this time, the Fleet rode in Sami- 
2a Bay on the other fide of the Ifland, where 
they had taken in Wood, and Frefh-Water, 
fufficient for a long time, and the Matter be- 
ing agreed with the Spazifh Governour, we 
| failed about the Ifland to joyn them. 
| On the 22d of April, we arived in Sami- 
4 #a Bay; and tho’ I prefsd the Comma- 
dore to weigh, and ftand away for the 

Cape, in order to be ready for meeting the 
Spaniards ; yet he loytered away fix Days in 
the Bay : During this time, how his People 
were employed, I know not; but as for 
himfelf, he {pent the time in Diverfions e- 
| very Day, rowing about the Bay in his 
. Barge, with the Ladies, and attended by the 

' Trumpets, and all the Mufick of the Fleet in 

other Boats, to recreate himfelf and the Wo- 
: men, 
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men, with the pleafantnefs of the Country. 

The 28th of April, we weigh’d out of 
Samina Bay, but the Winds being variable 
we had but an ill Voyage and arriv Pd the 4th 
of May in Manchineel Bay, 

The ‘Sixth of Mzy the Major General of 
the Spamifh Forces came to us, having left 
the Army in full March, and ‘here we con- 
cluded to Attack the French Fort at Cape 
Francois. 

On the Seventh, Three Spanifh Men of Wat 
came and joyned.the Fleet, one of 41 Guns, 
one of 36, andoneof 28, having on Board 
them 400 Land-men. 

The Spaifo Admiral gave an extraordina- 
ty Inftance of their forwardnefs to-:promote 
the work, in avoiding infignificant Scruples, 
as Mr. Burchet calls it, for as {aon as he came 
into our Fleet, fic took down his Flag which 
he wore before, and only rid witha eee 
Pendant, all the time he rod by our Fleet 
tho’ the Iland belonging to the King of 
Spaiv, he had the more right to carry his 
Flag; but I mutt ay for che honour of the 
Spaniards, they all along fhow’d a great for- 
wardnefs for the Service. 

We fiaid three Days in this place waiting 
for the Spamh Army, and I went every day 
on Shoar Expecting them, but the length of 
the March, and the heat of the Weather, 
Kept them back till the 1th, and then I 
found them they were about 1600. 
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in Number made up of Spanzards, Mollettoes, 
and Ifland People but well Arm‘d and for- 
ward enough. 

Upon the Arrival of. thefe Forces we pre- 
par'd for the bufinefs, and onthe 14, Land- 
ed my Major with 200 Men to joyn the Spa- 
niards, and fo to March by Land to the 
place where the reft of the Forces were to 
go on Shoar. 

Here Mr. Burchet is pleas’d to Impofe upon 
the World again in telling us,that on Conful- 
tation between the Commadore and the 
Spanifo General, it was agreed, that I fhould 
Land with 300 Men, and March with the 
Spaniards. 

Firft of all, as it was my bufinefs to con- 
fider with the Spawijh General, the proper 
Meafures of the Conjunction of the Troops ; 
fo neither was the Commadore fo exceed- 
ing forward to put on the bufinefs; but I 
fent to the Spaifh General to know his Re- 
folution, and then Confulted with all the 
Officers, where it was agreed to Land a Party 
of Men to joyn the Spaniards, but as it was 
not my bufinefs who Commanded the whole 
Body, fol hope, the World will believe I 
knew my butfinefs better, than to March my 
{elf with a Detachment and leave the fter on 
Board. 

But my Brother Landed, asi have ob- 
ferv'd, he being my Major and joynd, with 
the Spaniards, not with 300 but with 200 
‘Mer 
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Men and as foon as they were Landed, the 
whole Fleet weigh’d and ftood for Cape 
Francow, where the reft of the Men were 
to Land. 

At Cape Francois the French had a {mall 
Fort, which they made fhew of Defending; 
near this Fort I refolved to Land with my 
whole Forces, andthe Spazz/h Army was to 
deftroy the Country as they came by Land. 

Mr. Burchet whether from a Native Liberty 
of {peaking at Random, or upon fome very 
Gro{s Milinformation, is pleasd to treat me 
very rudely on this Head, and the Men 
worfe. 

Either, fays he, p. 38. the faid Colonel 
thought it nob praper to undertake this Affair, 
or for fome other reafons it was | aid aftde, and 
the Men ftraggl'd up and down the Country for 
Plunder, by which means feveral of theme were 
loft. iM: 
"This as it is a Notorious Forgery, fo if isa 
ridiculous ftory ; for firft, I could not be faid 
to decline the undertaking, for I fent my 


Major with this Party, and [ need not trou-. 


ble the World to tell them how Ridiculous 
I fhould have looke, and how I fhould have 
expos'd even his Majefties Judgment, in 
{fending one fo far who knew no better. For 

s when on Shore I was to Command even 
the Spanifh Generals, {o it would have been 
a fenfelefs thing for me to have gone with 
a Party, and expect the Spaniards fhould 
? ae | have 
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have béen Commanded by a Leader of a 
Detachement: But to end all the Difpute. 
I Affirm it was never Concluded or Defign’d, 
that I {fhould go my felf, bue my Major wag 
Ordered to Command this Party, which he 
did accordingly. 

And as he was an Experienc’d Officer, and 
had ferv'd on all occafions, with an unble- 
mifh'd Condu& for about 20 Years fo he knew 
better what his Duty was,than to let the Men 
{tragglein an Enemy's Country. They Marcht 
in Conjunction with the Spaniards, and under 
the ftricteft Difcipline. Their Orders were 
to deftroy the Country and ruin the Planta- 
tions of the Enemy, and this they obferv'd, 
but with as much Condué and as much Obe- 
dience to their Officers as can be défird of 
Old Soldiers that knew their Duty, and val- 
lued themfelves upon it. 

While this was doing, ILanded with the 
re{t of the Army at Cape Francow, I had 
all the Interruption and ill-natur'd ufage from 
the Commadore, in my Landing as he was 
capable of. The Boats he fent usin had no 
Othicer to Command them, tho’ I had defir'd 
there mtight be a Leintenant with the Boa ts; 
this occafion'd fuch Confufion in ourLanding, 
that had an Enemy been ready to oppofe 
us we had never been able to maintain our 
felves, for the Boats went and catne at plea- 
fure, and tho’ I Landed about 4 a Clock in 
the Afternoon, it was One in the Morning 

| | before 
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before they brought all my Men on Shore ° 
This occafion’d me to Encamp for that 


Night, not knowing whether I had any Ene- 
mies at hand or no. 

The place of puting us on Shore was alfo 
contriv’d by the Commadore, to {ncommode 
usas much as poflible, for we had 5 and half 
Leagues, to March by Land over a Point of 
Land which for one League and half Row- 
ing, could have been gain'd by Seas but his 
whole Behaviour tended vifibly to the har- 
rafing the’ Men, and rendering the Service 
difficult. 

The French in their Fort at the Cape, 
finding we were Landed, and fhould by our 
March cut off their Retreat, blew up the 
work,and Marcht away,catrying every thing 


away they could with them to Port de Pai 
the principal Fortification of the whole Col- 
lony. 

Here we found the firft Experiment of 
Captain Willmot's management, perfuant te 
the refolution he’ told me he had taken of 
minding his own .bufinefs, without any re 


fpe& to his Majefties Inttructions. 

We had about 5 Miles to March when 
the Enemy blew up the Fort at Cape 
Francois ; but as foon as ever the Com- 
madore perceiv'd from the Fleet, that the 
Fort was blown up, andthe Town Deferred 
he Mans out his Boats, and with 4 or 560 
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Seamen rows away directly to the places 
| ay 
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and had made fuch quick work, that when 
we came up we found the whole Town Plun- 
dered, all that was worth carrying away 
gone, and the Boats and all the Men gone on 
Board the Fleet, except one Sea-man, with a 
Mufquet on his fhoulder left to guard the 
Flag he had fet up. 

And now it we plainly difcovered why 
Wilmot contriv'd our Landing fo far fhort of 
the Cape, Imagining, asit fell out, that the 
French would never {tay to be fhut into 
their Fort by the Army, and fo he might 
have the opportunity of Plundring the Town 
before we could come up,which he did effe- 
ctually. 

This ufage had like to have ruin’d all our 
Expedition, for the Spaziards were fo dif- 
sulted that they were all for Marching back 
again, and my Men were all in a mutiny, 
and ‘twas as much as IT could do tokeep them 
off of the Seamen, whenever any Boat came 
on Shore, and they all {wore they would ne- 
vcr go on Board again, owe and all they would 
choole to hang rather than go on Board the 
Ships; for they had been fo ill us‘d by the Sea- 
men on Board,and now focheated of the Plun- 
der, which by the King’s Orders was to beldi- 
vided among them, that they {were to be re- 
veng dof the Seamen, and it wasnot without 
Extraordinary Di 


theulty, that I brought: them 
to any Temper: At Jaft they defir'd me to let 


them 
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them March over Land with the Spaniards, 
for they would not a Man of them go on 
Board again till they were to {ail to Jamaica: 
Here.alfo I had a fmalk difference with the 
Spanifh Officers about the Fxglijh Flag, 
which the Comm dore had fet up upon the 
Remains of the Fort which was taken; the 
Spaniards infifted, that by the Agreement 
made between us at St. Domingo, all Fortifica- 
tions which fhould be’taken, thould be im- 
mediately demolifhed, and the Guns and 
Ammunition be divided. 

I told them, the Commodore had hoifted 
the faid Flag before I came, and that Icould 
not tell what his Reafon might be, till I had 
fpoken with him; and that I was not wil- 
ling to ftrike it, but by Order in a Council 
of War. They anfwered ; then the Com- 
madore had broke the Articles, and that it 
was anaffront to their King,andtothem too; 
and unlefs it was taken down, they could 
not continue in the Expedition, but would 
immediately march back ; finding this little 
Difficulty would ruin ali the Defign, at laft, 
I accommodated it, by agreeing they fhould 
hoift the Spamip Flag upon the Fort, with 
the Exglifh, by which the Pofleflion of the 
Fort was acknowledged to be both Spaniards 
and Exglifh ; and this gave them fome Satis- 
faction. | 

May 22d, I {ent to the Commodore to 
come on Shoar, that 2 Council of War might 
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be held concerning the Article of Plunder, 
in order to fatisfy both my own Men and 
the Spaniards ; he came on Shoar, but to 

revent our Demands; came bluftering and 
{wearing, that he would be revenged of the 
Spaniards, and threatned the Spamifi Admiral, 
for that his Men had carryed away all the 
Plunder on board his Ship; whereas,’ our 
own Seamen confeft, the Commadore would 
not let the Spaxih Seamen meddle with any 
thing, tho’ they were on Shoar with them, 
till the Exglifh had got all that was worth 
carrying away. 

Thefe Difputes held four or five Days, 
and my Men were fo exafperated, and fo 
Mutinous, [knew not what-to do with them. 
In this Extremity I fent to the Commadore 
again to come on Shoar, to a Council of 
War ; but he fent me for anfwer, he would 
not come ; if 1 wanted any more Councils of 
Wat, I might come on board to him. 

The 27th of Mzy, the Spanifh General fent 
an Officer to me, to acquaint me, that ha- 
ving done all the Damage to the Enemy 
that was poflible in his March; he was now 
ready to March for Port de Paix, and defird 
i would joyn him with the Body of Forces 
which were with me; that together we 
might attack the Frezch in their great Fort, 
as had been refolved. 

_ The Spaniards had received advice, that 
Monfier de Grave, a French Officer, ‘was 
et x marchd 
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march'd towards Samina Bay with a {trong 
Party, and the Spaniards having le ft. their 
Bagage there, the General | fent his Major 
General back with a Detachment to bring up 
the Bagage 5 and having parted with (0 ma- 
ny Men, they car'd not for ma arching any 
farther till 1 had joyn’d them. 

Upon the Commodore's refufing to come 

to a Council of War, I was forced to gi 
my Men very good Words, and promis 
fatisfy them when all was ib and {o per- 
{wade them to March, and accordingly I 
joyn'd the Spaxifh Army with ¢ 900 Men, 
‘ And at my beginning to march, I {ent the 
Commadore Word of our Intentions, and 
defir'd him to Sail with the Fleet for Port de 
Paix, that he might be ready to affift us; 
but defir'd him to leave three or four Tran- 
{port-Ships to take in ourSick Meng or in 
cafe we fhould be obliged to retreat, to take 
us on board. 

And here we had another Inftance of the 
Commadore’s Management: the heat and 
hardthips our Men endured in the long March 
from Samina Bay, I expetted, might occafi- 
on fome of the Mens poles Sick, a nd for 
that Reafon, had order’d fome Ships to be 
left for the taking Care of them ; according- 
ly when I came to the Army, I caus‘ all 
the Sick Men of the Major's De tachment, be- 
ing above 30 private Men, and Two Ofncers, 


to “be fent back to Cape Francois, in order to 
De 
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be put on board ; but when they came there, 
the Commodore was gone, and had not left 
any Veflel to take care either of them or us; 
and had not the Spazith Admiral, who all a- 
long behaved himfelf -with a great deal of 
Civility; had not he had Compaffion up- 
on the Sick Men, they had all perifhed, 
or at leaft, fallen into the Enemies Hands. 

This is the Lofs, Mr. Burchett fays, was 
accafioned by the Men's ftraggling up and 
down the Country for Plunder ; for except- 
ing that thefe Men were Sick, I do not re- 
member that above 10 or 142 Men of the 
whole Detachment, being 200 Men, died ; 
I am fatisfyed, that of 16c Men whom I left 
fick on Board, more died in that {hort time 
for want of Neceflaries, and due Care of 
them, than were loft. in our whole Army in 
the Service, and fatiegue of a long March in 
a violent hot Country. | 

I was now joyn’d the Spanifh Army, and 
in full March for Port de Paix, and it was a 
very fevere March; for tho’ the Spaniards 
told us, we fhould come there in four Days, 
we made it fixteen ; in which time, we had 
a great many violent Showers of Rain, which 
tho’ it cooled us a little, yet it made our 
March very uneafy ; and we had feveral 
rapid deep Rivers in the way, which we 

ere obliged to wade through, for we had 
noHorfes ; and that which was worfe, the 
exceflive Rain had fpoiled all our Bread ; 
. {Q 
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fo that for five Days, neither Officer, nor 
Soldier, had any Food but Wild Cabages, 
Purflain, and Oranges, and fuch like Fruits 
to fubfift on ; and yet we did not loofe a- 
bove 12 Men in this terrible March. 

This was the time, of which Mr. Barchert 
obferves, the Commadore could not hear 
what wasbecome of the Army ; the truth is, 
the Commadore could not well hear of us 
and we would have been very glad to 
have heard of him, but he was employ’d 
in plundering all along upon the Coaft, 
without any regard to the Defign in Hand. 

But Mr. Barchet, to bring in his Comma- 
dore doing fomething; tells us, Page 319; 
he called a Council of War, and propofed the 
landing of 400 Seamen, and to make us be- 
lieve that he was wonderful follicitous for 
our Safety, will have this be a Defign to 
try for aCommunication with us; we had 
been beholding to the Commadore for fo 
civil a Defign, if it had been real, whether 
it had been effected or no; and it had fhown 
fomething of more Kindnefs than ever we 
{aw reafon to look for. | 

But I fee nothing in all this, but a preme- 
ditated Sham to cover a moft foolifh and ri- 
diculous Action ; the Truth of which is as 
follows, 

There was a pretty large Plantation about 
four Leagues from Port de Paix, which the 
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Commodore had a great mind to plunder; but 
! He underftanding the Gentleman that own’d 
al had fortified his Houfe, and got fome 
| Mes together to defend it; and had alfo, 
four pieces of Canon mounted on a Plat- 
form at the entrance into his Houfe s here- 
upon, he calis a Council of War for the 
Form fake, and to attack this, he gets one 
of my Captains who was left on board Sick, 
and feventy private Soldiers, with fome of 
bis own Seamen, and about a 100 Men out 
of two Jamaica Privateers, who were come 
into the Fleet on the plundering Account ; and 
landing this Detachment 5 being about. 400 
Men, they marched up to attack this Houfe, 
ay the Gentleman who own’d the Planfati- 
i, Appeared not ready to defend his Houfe

care to make off to their Ships. 

Four or five Days after this, the Army be- 
ing come within two Leagues of Port de Paix, 
the Gentleman that defended the Houfe a- 
gainft the Seamen, finding that he fhould 
not only be overpowered, but cut off from 
the Fort ; abandon‘d his Houfe, leaving the 
four Pieces ot Cannon, and made the beft 
of their Way with what Goods they thought 
fit to fave, into the Fort; and as they paft 
through the little Town of Port de Paix, 
they fet it on fre; Willmot having intelli- 
gence of the retreat ‘of this Gentleman, land- 
ed his Men the next Morning, and very man- 
fully plundered the Houfe, and fet it on Fire. 

Soon after this, fays Mr. Burchet, the 
Commadore had notice that the Army had ftrag- 
gled up wear Port-de-Paix. 

{ cannot but fuppofe, this is a Phrafe of 
Mr. Burchet’s own, for Tam full ly p perfwaded 
he cannot produce one Voucher for this In- 
telligence : For, firft of ali, the Commadore 
had the firft Notice from our felves, and we 
fhould hardly ha’ given fuch an Account of 
our felves: And, fecond! y, TheEnemy was 
not fo inconfiderable that we durft faffer our 
Men to ftragele at all, but made a very regular 
March, tho’ ‘twas alfo a very hard March 
both for Officers and Soldiers.

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Vanity, I having ferved in the Exglifo Army 
under fo great a Matter of War, as his late 
Majefty for 22 Years, and never received his 
Cenfure s [ may pretend to underftand the 
Bufinefs of a Soldier a litde better,. than to 
let my Men {traggle in an Enemy’s Coun- 
try, and therefore I think fit to fet 
down here, the Order I iffued out for our 
Difcipline in the whole Expedition; and I 
mutt own, that the Soldiers not only knew 
their Duty, but obferv'd it as became them; 
and as I was an Eye-Witnefs, I think, I owe 
it to the Service they all did, and to declare 
that bath Officers and Soldiers behaved them- 
felves with great Condud, as well as Brave- 
ty ; and in all the March, I found no o¢ca- 
fion to punifh a Man for the breach of thefe

The Governour’s Name was Monfieur Dz 
Caffe, Governour of the Ifland; and this was 
from his Lieutenant or Deputy Governour, 
then Commanding in the Fort; he was call’d 
Monfieur Le Bofluet, but he did not {et his 
Name to the Aniwer. 

Captain Willworf{tay'd withus till the Re- 
turn of the Drummer, and faw the anfwer 
which he fent back ; i tho’ he would not 
afift at the Council War, ‘yet when 
we had debated the este sours Anfwer , 
and refolv'd to prepare for an Attack, and to 
that End concluded that the Cannon and 
Mortars fhould forthwith be Landed toge- 
ther with proportioned Ammunition and 
{tores, Captain Willwot told us, they fhould 
be Landed the next day. 

The place agreed on by us to raife the Bat- 
tery, was on the Welt-fide of the For t, on 
a rifing Ground,which Commarded the Cur- 
tain and Breaft-work, and therefore that the 
Cannon might be brought as near as’ poflible 
by Sea, we having no Horfes to draw them, 
we directed the Landing them at an Old 
Chappel, which lay by the Sea-fide, not 
half a Furlong from the Hill, where we de- 
fign'd'to raife the Battery. 

All this the Commadore,Ca iptain Willmot, 
promis'd fhould be done, and that 4.00 Sea- 
men fhould be fent to joyn me, for thefe 
he brought with him he faid were only for 


his guard, and muft go back with him, I 


told 
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told him if he wou'd afift me with 400 §ea- 
men, he might as well leave them with me 
now, as go back and fend them; and as for his 
Guard, there was no need of any, and if I 
were to have gone fo far with him, I fhould 
have been content with a Sergeant and two 
files of Mufqueteers, fince both my Camp 
and the Spaniards were between him and 
the Enemy. 

But Captain Willvot had another reafon 
for bringing fo ftrong a Guard with him; 
for knowing what he had done at Cape 
Francois, how ill he had treated us, and 


how the Soldiers refented it, he was affraid 
of our Men, and for that reafon came fo 


well Guarded ; however taking no notice of 
this, he replyed, the Men were not pro- 
vided, their Cloaths and Linnen was on

But, {miling, he takes me by the Hand, 
and leading me afide he told me he 
wanted to {peak with mes- and now he, 
thow'd himfelf in his own Colours the fe- 
cond time, and made his laft attempt to bring 
me over to him: he told me, he would com- 
ply with all the Orders of our Council of 


War, and affift me with all the Men he could 
ipare, and do every thing he could to for- 
ward the Service, if I would but. joyn with 
him in one thing, and allow a Second. 
The firft was, that I fhould confént to his 
having an equal Share of the Plunder with 
me, 
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me, in cafe the Fort fhould be taken.

feem moved, tho’ really 1 was provok’d to 
the higheft Extremity,at fo villainous a Pro- 
pofal; but fupprefling my Refentments, I 
told him, I found no fuch thing in my In- 
ftrudions from the King. “Tis no Matter for 
that, {ays the Commodore, we are 4 great way 
off of England, and it may be long enough 
before the News of it will come there 5 we may 
make it well worth our while, and may eaftly 
wake it up when we come home; 1 told him, 
I could not concern my felf in fuch a thing, un- 
fe{s the Spaniards gave ws fome juft Occafion. 
Occafron {ays he, there is occafion enough, they 
have got away our Negroes, and tis eafy 
enough to pick a hole in their Coats on that ac- 
count, and anfwer it at home too: I do not un- 
derftand, {aid 1, that they have any more of the 
Negroes than come to their Shares, “twould 
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be a very bale Adion; and I am not weary of

Soon after this, the Commadore had notice 
that the Aruzy was flraggled up to Port de Paix, 
whereupon he landed again, the like Number of 
Seamen as before, in Order to joy thems (that 
is) brought 400 Seamen with him for his 
Guard, for tear the Soldiers thould ‘affront 
him, but refus'd to leave them with us, but 
carryed them every Man back again the next 
Day.

If he had faid, promis’d to do it the next 
Day, he had faid right; but never was fuch 
a piece of Management by any Officer, that 
had the leaft Defign to ferve his King and 
Country. 

For the Delays were fuch, and the Treat- 
ment we all met with from him fuch, that fT 
was alham'd the Spaviards thould fee how 
saiihc #3 
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his Majelty of England was fervd. 

In order therefore, to give the World 
a full and fatisfactory Anfwer to this 
mott {candalous Forgery ; whether it be 
Mr. Burchet’s or no, 1 do not determine. 
It will be necefflary to be a litle more 
particular than Ordinary in the Relation, | 
both of the manner how we were fupplied 
with what we wanted to carry on this Siege, 
and with what Difficulty every thing was 
obtained, in which, I dare fay, the Reader 
will be convinc'd, that we had more Difficul- 
tiesand Troubles, and loft more Men from 
the ill Treatment of the Commadore, and 
the Inconveniences we were put to for pro- 
curing our Materials, than in the Siege it 
felf. 

On the 15th of Juve, the Commadore 
jleft us, with the Promife of fending the 
Cannon and Mortars on Shoar the next Day.

Nor was this all, but inftead of landing 
them by the Old Chappel, as it was directed : 
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they were put on Shoar two Miles off, in a' 
place where the Boats could not fleet too, to 
the Land; but the flatnefs of the Shoar 
obliged them to land them in Three Foot 
Water. 

Here we had them to fetch by meer 
firength of Hands, for we had no Hortfes, 
but a few Spaoifh Horfes, who would Carry, 
but would notDraw; and between this place 
and our Camp was a Boggy Ground half a 
Mile over, which would not bear the 
Wheels. 

All this willful Trouble he gave me, and 
here I was fain to fet the whole Army to 
work to make Fafcines, for making a Road 
over this Bog, a Bridge, indeed, it might be 
called ; for we were firft fain to cut down 
great’ Trees to lay under the Fafcines, or 
elfe the weight of the Cannon would have 
{unk them into the Bog ; and then, laying 
Planks upon the Fafcines, we were obliged 
to guide the Wheels upon the Planks by 
Hand, and fo by main ftrength to draw the 
Cannon ; and if ev’r theWheel flipt off from 
the Plank, it immediately funk to the Axis, 
and the Piece was fain to be Difmounted. 

This coft me the labour of 12 Days, and 
fo overtoiled the Men, that many of them 
fell Sick, and feveral died. 

But this was not all: The time which was 
loft before the Guns were fent, was enough 
to have taken the very Fort it felf; an as 
this

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this was known to all the Army, I wonder 
at the Aflurance of thofe Men, that can pub- 
lith co the World, that they were fent the 
next Day; and, then, that we did not take 
care to Mount them. 

Firft, as has been already noted; three 
days were {pent before he brought them at 
all, and during this time; I had orderd 
Capt. Lilly our Ingeneer, with 200 Men, to 
raife a Battery, in order to plant the Guns 
when they fhould come. 

Our Conmhiflary General was Mr. Fobz 
Murray, and Captain Lilly our Engineer, 
and that thefe fhould not want their neceffa- 
ry Orders for delivering and preparing every 
thing neceflary, I had before I left the Ship, 
figned the following Order. 

Firft, I iffued an Order to the Commiffa- 
ry, about having the fix Field-pieces in a 
readynefs, in thefe Words.

This was done fo 
readily, that when one of the Prifoners 
demanded of the Centinel leave to go and 
eafe himfelf; Go if you will, {ays the Cen- 
tinel, avd. you are a Fool if you come agains 
The Frezch man took the Fellow as he 
thought he meant, and wentquite off 

This had the defign’d Effe& on the Gar- 
tion, tho’ in a manner which we did not 
expect. 

The next Merning about 2 of . the €lock, 
we heard a great Volley of Mufquets fired 
on.the fide of the Fort next the Sea, and 
after that another followed, with confufed 
firing for about a quarter of an hour, being 
as we thought about the Quarter where 
Captain Willwot and his men carried on 
his Siege by himfelf. 

I was fo weak that I was not able to 
ftand alone, and could not go out of my 


Tent; but the whole Camp being alarm‘d, 
1 orderd my Brother, Major Lillingfton, 
to march with a Detachment.of 250 men, 
Eygl if and Spaniard to fee what the 
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meaning of it was ; and all our Men ftood 
to their Arms. . 

As foon as the Major came to the Sea- 
mens quarters they were all in confufion, 
and feveral of them kill’d. 

The Governour, expecting a General 
Storm, and refolving not to Surrender upon 
Articles, had packt up all they could carry 
with them, and refolv’d to fally with his 
whole Garrifon, and fight his way through, 
and eafily perceiving the Undifciplin’d Irre- 
gular Management of the Commodore and 
his men,concluded to make his Attempt there. 

Accordingly in the dead of the night he 
fell in with their Main Guard, and having 
come very near them undifcover'd, pour'd 
in a Volley of Shot upon them; and hav- 
ing put them into Confufion enough, he 
fac'd them, till his whole Body, Men, Wo- 
men and Children, marcht off, without 
receiving any manner of damage, except a 
few Men wounded, but no body kill’d ex- 
cept the Governour’s Horfe. 

This Surprize, and the Confafion was fo 
great, that had the Governour’s Defign been: 
only to Salley and to fight them, he had 
in all probability deftroy’d the whole party. 
But as his defign was to Sally and break 
through, ‘twas not his bufinefs to fight, any 
more than was neceflary to fecure his paf- 
fage, and to give all his people opportunity 
to goon, which he did effectually, and

As ee as this was done, tho all the 
men were ceatperated to the laft degree, 
yet I hee exceeding low, my Major taken 
fick, and almoft all our Officers, and abun- 
dance of Souldiers, we {aw our felves re- 
duc'd to a Condition not fit to do ourfelves 
Juftice, wherefore I order'd all our magnon 
and Ammunition to be put on board th 
Boats again, in order to reimbark. 

The Spaziards wete employ'd in Demo- 
lithing the sina which they did effectually, 
pulling down or blowing up all the Works, 

Platforms and Batteries. 

We ee in this Fort and at Cape Fran-

By the Spanz/b Governours Letter, there 
was ten thoufand pieces of Eight in Money, 
befides abundance of Wroughé Plate, and 
the Negroes were, as I have obferved, fold 
at ‘Jamaica for 5000 I. 

I was now in fo weak a condition that 
no body expected my Life, the DoGtor had 
ordered me to be carried on board, and by 
reafon of this I can give but a gencral ac- 
count of what was afterwards done, nor 
but an indifferent account of the Fort in 
the Indies. 

Whatever it was, the Spaniards effeCtually 
demolifhed it, and deftroyed all the Settles 
ments of the Frezch, who had here a very 
flourifhing Plantation. 

Whether the Frewch have refettled there 
fince the Peace, I cannot determine ; but if 
they have, it muft require a prodigious Ex-

I continued in Farsaica very weak, all the 
Month of Areuft and September, which time 
the Commodore {pent in felling his ill gor- 
ten goods, and vefting the Effects in Mer- 
chandizes for Exéland, and taking in Goods 
privately, on the back of the Ifland. 

My Men were alfo very fickly, and I ani 
of opinion,that after the Fatigue they had in 
the Siege had weakned them, the Sea and 
the Heats of the Weather had a worfe ef.

200 Men between the time that we {ajl'd 
from Fiifpaniola, and a week being on (hore 
at Jamuicc. 
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{ hada great many refleGtions made uport 
ine for the death of my men, as if the feve- 
rity of their March was the caufe, amd ma- 
ny odd ftories about it. “Tis true, it wasa 
cruel March, and fome of our Men, not 
able to hold it, fell fick, and fome few dy- 
ed. But I was oblig’d todo the Duty of 
my Command: If I had not Marclyd by 
Land the Expedition had ‘been at an end, 
for the Spaniards did not fuppofe them- 
{elves {trong enough to have gone by,them- 
felves ; nor indeed were not: and when 
the whole Expedition depended on the Ser- 
vice, I never underftood, it was the 
Duty of aSouldier to difpute the hazard of 
a March, or any thing elfe that the Publick 
Service requir'd. But after all, ‘tis plain by

made whether all the Stores and Guns that 
were pretended to be in her were really on 
board her ; and if the lofs of that Ship did 
not ferve for a colour to pretend the lofs of 
many things, which were otherwife dif- 
posd of. — | 

If, I fay, thefe things were duly repre- 
fented by thofe whofe bufinefs it is, I be- 
lieve it might be eafie to fee the true caufe 
why this as well’as other Voyages have 
been made fo little to the publick advan- 
tage. - | 

For this Voyage, I think I may very . 
fafely fay, that the Commodore had very 
little hand in any of that part which had 
fuccefs ; nor was he pleafed with the Suc- 
cefs we had-any farther than he made it his 
own advantage ; and this appears from the 
Difcovery made afterwards of a Defign, 
which, had he had Courage to have exe- 
cuted, he had effectually fecur’d all to him- 
felf. 

When hie found that I aflum’d the abfo- 
lute Command of the Land men, and took 
all the conduct of affairs on {hore upon my 
felf, and would not comply with him in 
his Villainous Propofal, fippofing all the 
| Plunder 
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ek would fall into our hands;he comes 

n fhore one day, with as many Officers 
of his Ships as we were Officers on fhore; 
and having concerted it before,they were to 
make a hecanic with us, and every man was 
to fingle out ‘his man and ‘to fight us, «not 
doubting, it (ae that they were able to 
mafter us: 

Accordingly they came on fhore, and 
had opportunity enough, for we were all 
together, and the Commodore and [ had 
words ied enough to have made an oc- 
ceafion ; but it feems his Courage fail’d him, ° 
and he could not find-in his heart to give 
the Signal, as they had agreed.\ At laft, 
Captain M ofes, one of the Sea Captains, 
and, in my opinion, the only man of Cot- 
rage among them, “ fingles out ‘one of my 
Cc aptait NS, Wide Captain Manjoy, afterwards 
Major ; and beckoning him.to follow him 
a little from the company, bid him Draw. 
Captain Manjoy knew nothing of the mat 
ter, nor conid he imagine what he. had 
done to Captain Mofes; but-as he is a Gen- 
tleman that was never backward of his 
Sword, he immediately Drew, and fome 
Pafies being exchang’d on both ‘fides, Capt.

Mofes, who expected the Commodore had 


done the fame by me, and feeing no motion 
that way, feem’d very much difappointed, 
and prefently gave it over, We never 
knew the Myttery of this till fome months 
after, 
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after, when at Jamaica, Captain Mofes very 
friendlily acquainted Captain Manjoy, then 
Major, of the whole matter, as here related, 
and the faid Major is ready to teftifie the 
Truth of it. 

I ftay'd in Jamaica till by ficknefs, the 
Regiment was reducd to a very weak 
condition, being only three Companies 
left, and they fo thinly mann‘d, that they 
were afterward reduc’d to one Company 
of 200 Men, commanded by Major Manjoy ; 
and after that, for want of Recruits, they 
all dyed, or left the Service, and fo the Re 
giment quite fail'd. 

The Governour, fecing the condition of 
the Regiment, popofed to me to go to 
England, and to follicit his Majefty for Re- 
eruits for the Regiment, in order to fupply 
the Ifland for its neceflary Defence. 

I was not unwilling to undertake the 
Voyage, but having been fenfible that the 
reafon of the lofs of fo many men was fos 
want of due Care taken in quartering and 
Jodging them, I made an offer to go, on 
condition fome Care might be taken on that 
Head, and their Affembly or Parliament be- 
ing at hand, I fent the Governour the fol- 
lowing Letter. 
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A Copy of Collonel Lillingfton’s Lets 
ter to Sir William Beefton. 


Honourable Sir, 
prs jou have thought it for the Advantage 
of bis Majefty's fervice, and for the fafety 

of this Mland, that I fhould go for England to 
Solicit for Recruits to fill up my Regiment, I 
ame fatisfied to undertake any thing which may 
tend to the good of the Service, and the pre- 
Servation of thie Iffand ; but I have one requeft 
before I caw undertake to bring any more men 
into thofe parts, that you and the Affembl 'y of 
this Iftand will pafs fome AF for the better 
Reception and Quartering of fuch men as Shall 
be fent, or arrive here with mes, fo that they 
may not be thruft 20 or 3@ Men into an empty 
Houfe, and no Beds nor any Conveniency for 
their lying on, as was done at my firft arrival 
here mith my Regiment ; which was the occa- 
fron of the lofs of a great many of my men: fo 
that if you pleafe to provide by fome Lam, for 
the better quartering for fuch men as fhall 
come, that I may be fatisfied, that they fhall be 
taken care of ; for 1 do think,that as I fall be 
the occafion of bringing men over under my 
Command, I am as much obliged as a Father 
as to take care of his Children, fo lam to take 
care of fuch men as fhall come with mes fol 
defire, that you will be pleafed to take it into 
pour 
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jour ferrous Confideration, that I may be fure, 
that they fhall be very well provided for again? 
their coming, which will very much encourage 
me to proceed with all imaginable Care and 


Speed, to procure what men I can, for the Safe- 
ty of this Ifland. Lam

Upon the receipt of this Letter, the fol- 
lowing proceedings were had in their Af- 
fembly, which I have thought may be ufe- 
ful to be made publick, for the Encourage- 
ment of. all fuch Souldiers as thall venture 
to lift in the fervice of the Government in 
thefe dangerous Climates ; affluring them, 
that fince this Ac of their Affembly, or 
General Council, the Souldiers that go from 
hence are well quartered and provided for, 
and do not Dye fo faft as they formerly did 
by a great deal. 

The Proceedings in the Affembly were as 
follow,

Lhe Speaker and Ho.fe attending according- 
ly, the Governour and Council earneftly recome- 
mended to them, that before they were proro- 
gued, they would, for the fatisfaction of Coll. 
Lillinefton,azd better encouragement forSonldi- 
ers,to come hither for the [afeguard of the Ifland, 
wake an Ad for Quartering fuch Souldiers as 
fhould come, in cafe Collonel Lilling{ton should 
get Reeruits for his Regiment, for which he 
 coivg to follicitin tnglawd. 

Upon which they withdrew. 

And prefenily after fent Michael Houldi- 
worth, Efjs ove of ther Mewbers, with a 
Meffage, that Mr Speaker andthe Elonfe de- 
fired again to attead the Governour. 

Which the Governour confented to. 

And they atrending accordingly, the Speaker 

acquainted the Governom, that the Houle, for

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~What account of thefe things were delj- 
ver'd I cannot recollect, but it has not ance 
been examin’d into. 

Nor can I omit here one piece of unman: 
ly Cruelty the Commodore was guilty 
of, which, I think, is a Difgrace to our 
Nation ; I thall give the due Cenfure 
to it, and clear my Native Country, by 
declaring that I never faw an Englifh man 
before guilty of fo much inhumane barba- 
rity. 

When Wilwot’s men entred the Fort, and 
committed all to a general Pillage, as 1 
have obferv’d, there was found in the Fort 
feveral Prifoners of Quality, asan Unkle 
to Monfieur Dy Cus the Governour, Cap- 
tain Pelletier and one of their Surgeons, 
The Captain was very much wounded, 
and being on board the Commodore's Ship, 
Wilmot would not give them any Victuals 
for three days, nor fuffer his Wounds to 
be Drefled 5 the French Captain, preft by 
his Hunger, came upon the Deck the third 
day, and made figns to Wilmot for food, 
putting his Finger to his Mouth 5 but Wef- 
mot taking no notice of him, the Captain 

pull'd him by the Flap of his Coat, cal- 
ling him My Lord, laying, Mange, Mange, 
My Lord 5 at which Wilmot, { 


iceing all the 
people about him mov'd with Conipaffion, 
calling to one of the Officers, faid, Give the 
French Dog forme ‘Meat. 
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TS Captain was a very. Civil Gentle- 
mar, and had behav'd himfelf very well in 
| Défence of the Fort; but being wounded, 
gould not make his Retreat with the. reft, 
and having accepted Quarter, ought in 
Juftice to have been usd with more Huma- 
nity, forafmuch as the Lieutenant Gover- 
| nour of the Fort, when at Cape Fraxcois, 
| he fell in. with the Seasmen, and routed 
them, and took feveral Prifoners, among

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fervance of his Commands: And this being 
afterwards contirmed by the Accounts given 
fo his Majefty by the Spanifh Ambafiadour, 
the King was made fo fenfible of the Injury 
Thad receiv'd; that he was pleas‘d to promife 
me his {pecial Regard, and till fomething 
fhould prefent: to employ me, ordered me 
200 L. per Annum among the reft of the Of 
ficers'3-which her Majefty has the Bounty and 
Goodnefs till to continue. 

And thus ended this unhappy Voyage, 
made fo by the Treachery and Covetoufnefs 
of the Sea-Officers, but particularly of the 
Commodore, who having his private Intereft 
only in bis Eye, regarded neither his Com- 
miffion; his Inftructions, the Rules of War, 
and Law of Arms, the Square of Divifion: 
Nor indeed did he keep any Meafures, but 
fuch.as were the Dictates of his. Avarice and 
Pride. 

How Mr Burchet came by his Account, 
how he came to give it any Credit, and 
how fo much Credit as to abufe all the reft 
of the People concerned. in it, are Quefti. 
Ons he would do well to anf wer, before he 
can obtain the Reputation of an
